Was Untouched— Intent of the Law 


Makers Was Not to Pave 


City Streets. 


The sp ecial term o f the Ru sh cir­ 
cu it co u rt d u rin g the su mmer v aca­ 
tio n o p en ed this mo rn in g with the 
street p av in g case which has been in 
the co u rts fo r sev eral mo n ths. 
Charles T. Han n a o f In d ian ap o lis, 
who was ap p o in ted sp ecial 
ju d ge, 
ren d ered a d ecisio n in the su it, su s­ 
tain in g the o bjectio n s o f the remo n ­ 
strato rs an d d ismissin g the p etitio n 
o f the p etitio n ers at their co sts. The 
case will in all p ro bability be ap ­ 
p ealed to the su p reme co u rt. 
In his d ecisio n Sp ecial Ju d ge Han ­ 
n a said that it was n o t n ecessarily a 
q u estio n o f the co n stitu tio n ality o f 
the law as it was the q u estio n o f 
the p o wer o f the legislatu re to en act 
the law an d the p o wer o f the co m­ 
missio n ers to p av e with brick u n d er 
the law. 
The lan gu age o f the Three 
Mile law is to the effect that the ro ad 
shall be p av ed by grav el, macad am, 
o r an y o ther lik e material. 
The p e­ 
titio n ers claimed that brick came u n ­ 
d er the class o f an y o ther material, 
while the remo n strato rs believ ed the 
co n trary an d were u p held in their 
o p in io n by Ju d ge Hatrn a. 
Acco rd in g to Ju d ge Han n a in his 
d ecisio n the 
Three Mile law 
was 
p assed in 1 905 an d the same legis­ 
latu re p assed a Cities an d 
To wn s 
act, which p ro v id ed fo r the p av in g o f 
streets in cities an d 
to wn s. 
The 
lan gu age o f the law there sp ecified 
what k in d o f material to be u sed an d 
by this it was sho wn that the legisla­ 
to rs d id n o t wan t fo r terms in n am­ 
in g the materials to be u sed in p av - 
in g. 
The ro ad act o f this y ear’s legis­ 
latu re. said Ju d ge Han n a in ren d er­ 
in g his d ecisio n , was the o u tgro wth 
o f the d o u bt as to the 
p ro p er co n ­ 
stru ctio n to be p u t o n the Three Mile 
law o f 1 905. If there was an y in ten t 
at all that city streets sho u ld be p av ­ 
ed u n d er this law, 
it is 
d o u btfu l. 
There are man y o ther metho d s o f 
bu ild in g ro ad s, which co u ld co me u n ­ 
d er the clau se, an y o ther lik e mater­ 
ial, an d still ex clu d e brick an d o ther 
fo rms o f p av in g streets. 
His d ecisio n in fact hin ged o n that

Ev ery man who wan ts wo rk n o w 
can get it. 
The farmers hav e mo re 
wo rk to d o right n o w than they hav e 
men to d o it. 
They are lo o k in g fo r 
men . 
Of co u rse they d o n o t wan t 
men who are afraid o f wo rk . Bu t a 
man who can stan d the ho t su n o n a 
d o wn -to wn street co rn er, can d o a 
go o d d ay ’s wo rk in the field where 
the breeze can strik e him fairly . Go 
o u t an d help the farmers if y o u are 
n o t o therwise emp lo y ed an d at the 
same time y o u are help in g y o u rself.

“Su re I wo u ld ,” the bo y p ro mp tly 
rep lied . 
“That’s go o d ,” said 
the father.

Since Mr. K ilkenny began stirring u p 
interest in the home going m ov em ent

ence, and it was fou nd necessary to 
hav e a regu lar organization to bear the 
ex p enses of the m ov em ent.

T his is du e in large m easu re to the 
reform legislation generally , and esp e­ 
cially to the relief giv en the tenants in 
Ireland throu gh the land bill of 1903. 
enabling them to own th eir own farm s. 
T he p eop le of Ireland are now im p rov ­ 
ing th eir holdings w ithou t fear of be­ 
ing tax ed by the landlords for im p rov e­ 
m ents. 
“The m ain idea u nderly ing the home 
going to Ireland m ov em ents is to giv e 
the v isitors an op p ortu nity for observ ­ 
ing conditions as they really ex ist in 
Ireland.

now reached the conference stage. 
Elev en m en—fiv e Rep u blican senators 
and six Rep u blican rep resentativ es— 
hav e shou ldered the resp onsibility of 
ev olv ing from the tw'o tariff bills p ass­ 
ed by the senate and hou se a law th at 
will be accep table not only to both 
hou ses of congress, bu t also to the 
p resident, and abov e all to the m ass 
of the p eop le. 
W hile 
the 
conferees 
from 
both 
hou ses desire to hav e retained in the 
bill the schedu les as ap p rov ed by th eir 
resp ectiv e branches, none realize bet­ 
te r than they th a t they m u st m ake 
concessions. T heir p resent determ ina­ 
tion not to y ield will giv e way to a 
m ore conciliatory attitu d e as the con­ 
ference w ears on. 
The senate m ade 84 7 changes, m any 
of them m erely v erbal, in the tariff 
bill, as it p assed the hou se. 
M embers 
of the hou se claim the la tte r’s m eas­ 
u re com es closer to answ ering the p u b­ 
lic dem and for a “rev ision dow nw ard” 
than does the senate bill. 
W hether it 
wou ld p rov ide all the rev enu e needed 
to ru n the gov ernm ent is a q u estion. 
T he fight hinges u p on th e nu m ber of 
changes m ade by the senate the hou se 
conferees can be indu ced to accep t. 
Up on the one hand S enator Aldrich 
will be fou nd contending for the high­ 
er, 
rev enu e-raising 
tariff. 
Ob 
the 
other will be fou nd R ep resentativ e Se- 
reno Pay ne, leading the hou se forces 
in fighting for low er du ties. 
S enator Aldrich reiterates his state­ 
m ent th a t the senate bill, if enacted 
into law, wou ld not im p ose additional 
bu rdens u p on the consu m er. 
“Isolat­ 
ed cases of increases of rates are 
taken and the entire bill condem ned 
becau se of these,” said Mr. Aldrich. 
G eneral T. S. S harretts, the v eteran 
tariff ex p ert, who has been a m em ber 
of the board of general ap p raisers in 
New York for m any y ears, is au thor­ 
ity for the statem ent th a t th e senate 
bill will show a 2 p er cent redu ction 
from the rates of the Dingley law and 
a v ery m aterial redu ction from the 
hou se rates. 
G eneral S harretts, who 
is a D em ocrat, Is assisting the confer­ 
ence com m ittee in its deliberations. 
He p erform ed the sam e office for the 
D em ocrats when the W ilson bill was 
in conference. 
This v iew p oint Is not shared by Rep ­ 
resentativ e Pay ne, who said th a t the 
rates of the hou se bill, ju dged from 
the standp oint of the interest of the 
general p u blic, are m aterially lower 
than those of the senate bill. The con­ 
ferees hop e to conclu de their w ork by 
the end of nex t week, holding lengthy 
sessions daily and ex tending them late 
into the ev enings. 
In the m eantim e 
both hou ses will m ark tim e, holding 
sessions ev ery three day s. L eaders in 
both hou ses are hop efu l of finally dis­ 
p osing of the tariff before the end of 
the p resent month.

PROF. SiMON NEWCOMB 
DEAD AT WASHINGTON 


One ol the World’s Most Noted 


Scientists. 


W ashington, Ju ly 12.—The famou s 
astronom er, m athem atician and world 
trav eler, P rofessor Simon Newcomb, 
who died at his Ik me in this city early 
Su nday at the age of sev enty -fou r 
y ears, will be bu ried w ith m ilitary 
honors in A rlington cem etery nex t 
W ednesday . 
High officials of the gov ernm ent will 
attend and the honorary p allbearers 
will inclu de m any p rom inent men in 
p u blic life. The body is ly ing in state 
today at the fam ily residence, and has 
been v iewed by W ashingtonians, who 
hav e regarded 
him as one cf the 
w orld's greatest scientists. 
Prof. Newcomb is su rv iv ed by bis 
wife, a dau ghter of the late Dr. Hass- 
ler, su rgeon in the U nited S tates nav y , 
and three dau ghters. Dr. A nita New- 
comb 
McGee of W ashington; 
Mrs. 
F rancis W ilson of New York, and Mrs. 
Edw ard W hitney of New York. 
D u ring hi« distingu ished career Prof. 
Newcomb had been the recip ient of 
m any honors from leading scientific 
societies and from roy alty . 
He was a 
m em ber of the Institu te of Franoe, the 
Roy al A stronom ical Society of G reat 
B ritain, and the Am erican Association 
for the A dv ancem ent of Science. 
Du r­ 
ing hie serv ice with the U nited States 
gov ernm ent he condu cted a nu m ber of 
p arties to foreign lands to observ e 
eclip ses. 
He p u blished the tables of 
the m otions of the stars, the p lanets 
and the moon, now u sed by astron­ 
om ers in th eir com p u tations and which 
are the basis of the nav igation of the 
v essels of the world. 
H is astronom ical researches cov er 
m ore than 300 p ap ers and a long list 
of books on astronom y , m athem atics 
and p olitical economy . 
Some of these 
are tex t books, while others are ex ­ 
hau stiv e stu dies cf su bjects. His first 
elaborate p ap er, “Secu lar V ariations 
atfa M u tu al R elations of the O rbits of 
the A steroids,” won him international 
fame. 
Prof. Newcomb held m any im p ortant 
p osts, inclu ding th at of p rofessor of 
niathem atics at Johns Hop kins u niv er­ 
sity . He held the degree of LL.D. from 
Yale, 
H arv ard. 
Colu mbia, 
George 
W ashington and other u niv ersities. 
He first entered the U nited S tates 
nav y as a p rofessor of m athem atics in 
186 1, after his gradu ation from the 
Law rence Scientific School of H ar­ 
v ard. 
He was retired w ith the rank 
of rear adm iral in 1897 .

HY do so many criminal sus­ 
pects co nfess? Why did the 
sneaking, secretive, degener­ 
ate Chinese fantan play er 
Cho ng Sing recently co nfess to being 
an accesso ry to the sho cking murder 
o f Elsie Sigel, the pretty y o ung New 
T o rk missio n wo rker? 
The 
answer 
to 
these 
questio ns, 
pro mpted by the slay ing o f the grand­ 
daughter o f General Franz Sigel and 
the flight o f the Chinese betray er o f 
W’hite wo men, Leo n Ling, alias William 
L. Leo n, suggests o ther queries: 
Do the po lice autho rities pro ve that 
they sho uld be allo wed to break the 
law in putting priso ners thro ugh “the 
third degree?” 
Do es the “third degree,” o r “sweat­ 
ing” pro cess o f extracting co nfessio ns, 
pro duce evidence o f a trustwo rthy na­ 
ture ? 
Sho uld legislatures exact severe pen­ 
alties against the practice o f leading 
(fo rcing) priso ners to co nfess befo re 
trial? 
Mo re co nfessio ns by criminal sus­ 
pects are o btained by the use o f the 
third degree sy stem o f examinatio n 
by po lice o flicials than by any o ther 
means. This sy stem, o riginally kno wn 
as “sweating,” is suppo sed to co nsist 
o f subjecting priso ners to co ntinuo us 
questio ning as to the crime with which 
they are believed to be co nnected. The 
answers are co mpared by the detec­ 
tives o r o ther po lice o fficials, and after, 
say , ho urs o f rigid cro ss questio ning, 
during ¿which the accused beco mes ex­ 
hausted mentally and phy sically , the 
vital questio ns first asked are repeated 
in a changed fo rm. The answers to 
the new queries are co mpared minute­ 
ly with the answers to the questio ns 
in their o riginal fo rm. When co ntra­ 
dictio ns o r even slightest discrepancies 
are disco vered the bo ny fingers o f the 
law begin to tighten their fatal clutch. 
The co ntradictio ns give the relentless 
examiners a ho ld o n the priso ner. He 
tries to explain and o ften entangles 
himself mo re serio usly . Wearied and 
fo rlo rn, quaking with fear, he will In 
many cases break do wn utterly , plead 
fo r mercy and divulge the so rdid de­ 
tails o f a brutal felo ny which ho has 
witnessed o r co mmitted.

Harry Orchard, the man who mur­ 
dered friend and fo e alike fo r small 
sums o f mo ney , co nfessed at the Hay ­ 
ward trial in Bo ise City to o ver twen­ 
ty felo nies. 
The famo us fo e o f the 
Mo lly Maguires, Detective McFarland, 
was respo nsible fo r much o f Orchard's 
co nfessio n—that is, McFarland made 
Orchard go thro ugh with the who le 
sto ry o f his atro cities when his incli­ 
natio n at first was to tell but a frag­ 
mentary part. 
McFarland used an­ 
o ther branch o f the third degree sy s­ 
tem. 
He threw the fear o f Almighty 
Go d into Orchard. 
He talked to him 
fo r ho urs abo ut the to rtures o f hell 
fires. 
He made Orchard so b co nvul- 
tively because he wo uld never see his 
wife and little child again, bo th o f 
who m he had wanto nly deserted and 
fo rgo tten y ears befo re. In his authen­ 
ticated co nfessio n Orchard said: 
“My mind was in an awful co ndi- 


ilirtcer questio ning o ne o r tne detec­ 
tives grabbed the accused by his co at 
co llar and jerked him upo n his feet. 
“Are y o u go ing to o pen up o r ain't 
y o u?” snarled the o fficer. 


As I befo re stated, that is what the 
third degree is suppo sed to be, assisted 
by the exhibit at an o ppo rtune mo ­ 
ment o f a knife o r pisto l used in the 
crime o r a blo o dy garment (in a mur­ 
der case) o r a pho to graph o f the slain 
perso n. These exhibits are well calcu­ 
lated to break the nerve o f the ac­ 
cused, to make him “co me thro ugh”— 
that is, tell the who le sto ry if he 
kno ws it to tell. 
But it is the fact that priso ners—in­ 
no cent perso ns—have been fo rced to 
co nfess to crimes that they never co m­ 
mitted and have been fo rced to de­ 
scribe in detail the executio n o f crimes 
that they never saw co mmitted which 
has raised a natio nal pro test against 
the use o f the third degree. While the 
pro cess as already described may be 
harsh when applied even to a perso n o f 
stro ng mind, v et In a large number o f 
cases the results o btained wo uld seem 
to justify the po lice were it no t fo i 
the unco nstitutio nality o f the pro ­ 
cedure. 
Unfo rtunately 
fo r accused 
perso ns, ho wev er, there is no o ne so 
zealo us in the cause o f civ ic purity as 
an unbribed po lice o fficer. When y o u 
do no t div ide the swag o r hav e nc 
swag to div ide, being inno cent, y o u 
must ex pect to get scanty co nsidera­ 
tio n. Fo r this and o ther reaso ns (anx 
iety o f po lice to co nv ict, 
etc.) abuses 
hav e crept into the applicatio n o f the 
third degree, a sy stem which In its in­ 
ceptio n was co mparativ e^ simple. 
In the case o f Cho ngfSmg, the Sigel 
tcco mplice, the po lice were at first at a

The head bo o kkeeper o f a co nstruc­ 
tio n co mpany do ing business in Penn­ 
sy lv ania was arrested as Inv o lv ed in 
certain gro ss frauds in public co n­ 
tracts in n large Pennsy lv ania city . 
Three detectiv es to o k him into a ro o m 
in the po lice statio n and questio ned 
him fo r abo ut sev en ho urs. No t get­ 
ting the info rmatio n desired, they sud­ 
denly seized the bo o kkeeper, who was 
o f slight phy sical strength, handcuffed 
him and dragged him ro ughly do wn 
two flights o f stairs, where he was 
pho to graphed fo r the ro gues’ gallery 
(“ mugged” ). As ro ughly was he drag­ 
ged uDstairs again.

“I’ve to ld y o u fifty times I do n’t 
kno w any thing,” was the weary reply . 
“Take that, then!” snapped the detec­ 
tive, lunging fo rward and striking the 
accused vio lently in the pit o f the 
sto mach. 
The little bo o kkeeper dro p­ 
ped to the flo o r, gasping fo r breath, his 
face disto rted in pain. The 4etective 
jerked him to his feet and sat him vio ­ 
lently In a chair. 
The priso ner faint­ 
ed. Abo ut fifteen minutes later, after 
the bo o kkeeper came to , he made a 
co nfessio n o f guilt which o n the trial 
was sho wn co nclusively to be false. 
In Charles Klein's new play , “The 
Third Degree,” at the Hudso n theater, 
New Yo rk, the sto ry sho w’s ho w the 
repeated questio nings and suggestio ns 
o f the po lice captain, Clinto n, impress 
o n the mind o f the bewildered, half 
drunk priso ner, Ho ward Jeffries, Jr.. 
the idea that, after all, he really did 
murder his friend Ro bert Underwo o d. 
Later Captain Clinto n is sho wn by Dr. 
Bernstein to have hy pno tic po wers. 
The play wright has no t o verdrawn 
the po ssibilities o f the situatio n. Phy ­ 
sicians, learned, co ld blo o ded judges in 
high co urts, admit the ability o f stro ng 
minds to o verco me weaker mentality 
and pro duce certain desired results 
thro ugh persevering persecutio n, as in 
the third degree pro cess. 
Of co urse the lawT do es no t appro ve 
o f the metho ds used in so me o f the 
cases befo re mentio ned. 
Their use. 
ho wever, is usually safe because the 
priso ner has no witnesses present 
when he is examined. If he co mplains 
o f his treatment it will be a case o f 
his wo rd against that o f three o r fo ur 
o r five detectives, as the case may be. 
He pro bably lias no t had as y et an o p­ 
po rtunity to engage a lawy er, o r if he 
has the lawy er will pro bably no t be 
allo wed to see his client until the 
“sweating” perio d is o ver. The po lice 
o f many cities frequently fo llo w this 
practice, which is a clear vio latio n o f 
the co nstitutio nal pro visio n that “the 
accused shall * * * have the assistance 
o f co unsel.” And the co urts ho ld (see 
Peo ple ex. rei. versus Risely , vo lume 
13; Abbo tt’s New Cases, page 186) that 
a perso n in jail has the right to the 
pro tectio n o f co unsel even befo re in­ 
dictment. Further, the extreme o f the 
third degree is a vio latio n o f the co n­ 
stitutio nal regulatio n that “no perso n 
shall * * * be co mpelled In any crim- 
j inal case to be a witness against him­ 
self.” 
Co nfessio ns o btained thro ugh pro m- 
J ises o f immunity fro m perso ns in au- 
1 tho rity are no t valid in the law, but 
| frequently admissio ns o f guilt are o b­ 
tained thro ugh pro mises o f immunity 
I made by private perso ns kno wn by the 
I priso ner to have Influence with the 
pro secuting autho rities, merely a mo de 
j o f evading the law. Harry Orchard se­ 
cured immunity because o f his co nfes­ 
sio n, it is generally believed. 
Co nfessio ns secured thro ugh duress 
j o r fo rce are invalid, pro vided the ac­ 
cused can demo nstrate to the satisfac­ 
tio n o f the co urt that impro per means 
were used. The burden o f pro o f (un­ 
fo rtunately fo r Inno cent victims o f the 
third degree) to sho w that an induce­ 
ment has been held o ut o r Impro per 
influence used to ex^ct a co nfessio n is 
o n the priso ner. (So held in English 
and American cases.) Thus the law 
makes It difficult to retract o r invali­ 
date a co nfessio n. But facts which ex­ 
plain o r qualify a co nfessio n may be 
adduced in evidence.

The co urts o f practi­ 
cally all the states ho ld that the co n­ 
fessio n o f a drunken man is admissi­ 
ble in evidence.

Giidden Tour

Detroit, July 12.—The sixth annual 
Giidden tour, known racially as the 
annual reliability contest cf the Amer­ 
ican Automobile association, was start­ 
ed today from the Campus Martius in 
this city with all the ceremony that 
befits so notable an event in automo­ 
bile history . 
A larap and enthusi­ 
astic assemblage, headed by the city 
officials, was on hand to see the forty 
machines begin their tour of 2,637 
miles. 
The tour, which Is primarily an en­ 
durance test of the car* engaged, will 
go by way of Chicago to Minneapolis, 
to Omaha, thenee to Denvex, and re­ 
turn to Kansas City, where It will dis­ 
band. The distance must be covered 
In fifteen days, exclusive 
at two day s’ 
rest In Minneapolis and two tn Denver. 
Owing_to the rigid tests applied to 
the machines the Giidden tour Is real­ 
ly a contest of manufacturers. 
They 
compete this y ear for three trophies— 
the Giidden for touring cars, the Hew­ 
er for runabouts and roadsters and the 
Detroit for the miniature tonneau ty pe 
of car. 
In addition, there are a few 
nonoontestant participants and the 
two official care. An exceedingly close 
watch is kept on each contestant by 
all the others, and every flaw or de­ 
fault in the construction or running of 
the car is noted and penalized.

Jo int Co mmittee to Giv e Them S u g­ 
gestio ns as to Practical Metho d o f 
Putting Po licies Into Effect— Eno r­ 
mo us Co nsumptio n o f Steel and T im ­ 
ber by Railway s. 


A plan by which the railroads are to 
take part in the conservation move­ 
ment is announced as the outgrowth 
of conferences and correspondence be­ 
tween representatives of the carriers 
and the joint committee on conserva­ 
tion. 
Preliminary negotiations on the 
part of the railroads have been con- 
ducfibd by representatives of the Amer­ 
ican Railway Engineering and Main­ 
tenance of Way association. Attention 
was also given to the subject of con­ 
servation at the recent meeting of the 
American Railway Master Mechanics’ 
association at Atlantic City, N. J. The 
great q uantities of timber, iron and 
coal used by the transportation lines 
are the bond of Interest between them 
and the conservationists. 
The plan as outlined provides for a 
sy stematic arrangement by which the 
committee cn conservation is to give 
the railroads suggestions as to the 
most practical method of putting con­ 
servation policies into effect. 
The 
railway men agree to carry out these 
suggestions. The conservatism author­ 
ities have submitted a plan tyhieh is 
now in the hands of A. S. Bkldwin, 
chief engineer of the Illinois Central 
railroad, who in a letter to the con­ 
servation committee say s: 
On account of the wide areas traversed 
by the railroads and the great consump­ 
tion by them of tim ber and fuel, with 
their enormous use of iron and steel prod­ 
ucts, it is believed th at the most effectual 
assistance of the American Railway E n­ 
gineering and M aintenance of W ay asso­ 
ciation can be in directing the attention 
of railroad officials to the excessive w aste­ 
fulness in the present methods of produc­ 
tion of tim ber and fuel and the great im­ 
portance of introducing economies in their 
use and consum ption; also to the impor­ 
tance of economizing In the use of iron 
and steel products and the possibilities 
of preservation by protective coatings and 
otherwise. 
With this end in view the railroad 
conservation committee has asked for 
specific suggestions as to the best 
methods that should be used by rail­ 
roads in the prevention and control of 
forest fires. The conserva tion commit­ 
tee has presented an outline for this 
work and with it a statement showing 
ths enormous loss of lumber through 
fcreat fires every y ear. 
^ % 
The conservation committee of the 
railroad association has also asked for 
advice as to how a reduction in rail­ 
road expenses may be brought about 
by the use of treated ties and for sug­ 
gestions as to the importance of en­ 
couraging in the coal territory served 
by them the use of by product ovens. 
Railroad representatives also want to 
know7 what useful varieties of trees can 
be grown to advantage in each state 
or group of states, and they ask for 
information as to how they should be 
started. 
They say there is scarcely a 
railroad In the United States that has 
not some spare pieces o^ land that 
might be profitably planted in trees if 
the railroad officials knew what trees 
were best suited to the particular lo­ 
cality. 
This information has been furnished. 
The railroad association, through its 
conservation committee, has likewise 
inq uired as to tbo extent of saving in 
timber through the use of sawed in­ 
stead of hewed ties. 
Inq uiries as to the 
prolongation of life of the steel and 
iron nsed in bridges and other con­ 
structions have also been made. 
All 
these inq uiries the committee on con­ 
servation has undertaken to answer, 
and it will be a matter of only a short 
time until the suggestions are in the 
hands of the chief engineers of all the 
great railroads In the United States. 
The conservation committed of the 
railroad association say s it will “place 
Itself at the service cf the joint com­ 
mittee on conservation in endeavoring 
to get from the railroads such definite 
data as to the consumption of ties and 
timber and fuel as may be desired” 
and tlfist it “is prepared to investigate 
and report as may be desired by the 
Joint committee on conservation as to 
the possibility of substitution of other 
materials for ties and timber.” 
This 
offer Is regarded by the joint commit­ 
tee as QDe of great importance. 
On account of the magnitude of the 
plan It la probable that all of the forty 
state conservation commissions ap­ 
pointed by the governors will be asked 
to Join In helping carry it out. 
“The 
committee will be glad.” Mr. Baldwin 
of the railroad association say s, “to 
co-operate with any of the national or 
state organizations in its efforts t© ob­ 
tain this information or further the 
work of the commission in any way in 
Its power that may be outlined by the 
Joint committee on conservation and 
bolds itself at the committee’s serv­ 
ice until further instructed.”—Special 
Washington Cor. New York Post

Puzzled Over Shortage. 


SOME OF IT IS A MYSTERY 


Of the $7,800 Shortage Found in the 


Fund© of the First National Bank at

Embezzlement 


Charge, Is Unable to Give Any Ac­ 
count of $3,500—How the Trick Was 


Turned and How the Discovery of 


the Shortage Was Made. 


For This Reason Harry Thaw Has 
Hopes bf Today’s Proceedings, 
White Plains, N. Y., July 12.—The 
inquiry into the present mental state 
of Harry Thaw, slayer of Stanford 
White, 
was resumed today in the 
supreme court before Justice Mills. 
Thaw, as well as his counsel, and his 
mother and several other relatives 
who have taken up their residence 
here to attend the hearings are greatly 
pleased over the decision of Justice 
Gavnor denying the application for a 
change of venue to New York county. 
They build their hopes of the plaintiff’s 
ultimate release from Matteawan on 
the fact that Justice Gaynor’s decision 
removes District Attorney Jerome of 
New York. who has strenuously op­ 
posed Thaw’s release, from the case 
as a direct factor. 
The case is now 
entirely in the hands of the state at­ 
torney general. 


Fort Wayne, lad.. July IS.—Edward 
N. Detzer, until a few days ago paying 
teller ©f the First National bank, who 
has confessed the embezzlement of 
$7,800 of the funds of that institution, 
is something of a mystery. 
To officials of the bank he has told 
how he Spent part of the sum, but he 
declares emphatically that he does not 
know what he did with $3,500. That it 
did not go into his living seems self- 
evident. 
With his wife and only son 
he lived very quietly. His wife did ail 
her own housework and the couple 
went out but little in society. 
He had a salary of $1,700, and this, 
it is declared, was ample for all his 
household expenses. 
He owned his 
home and consequently had no rent to 
pay, and the interest on a $2,000 mort 
ga©p on the house would not make a 
very big inroad into his salary. 
The fact remains, however, that the 
money is missing and that the default 
er himself declares that he cannot ac 
count for it. This portion of the affair 
is causing considerable speculation. Of 
the remainder of- the embezzlement 
Detzer'd peculations extended over a 
period cf two years and he says that 
the sums were taken a little at a timd 
He concealed his thefts by exception­ 
ally clever manipulation of three large 
accounts with local and outside banks 
and by rifling the packages of new 
currency which came from the tret* 
ury at 'Washington to be put into use 
by the bank. 
Detzer vm* easily the moat prom­ 
inent bank clerk in the city. He was 
president of the Fort Wayne Institute 
of Banking, of which he was the prime 
organizer, and three weeks ago went 
as delegate for the local association to 
the national convention at Seattle. It 
was this trip which was his undoing. 
To cover his shortage while he was 
gone he credited a large local custom­ 
er with deposits on the customer’s 
pass book aggregating $0,200. 
On the bank’s books, however, he 
only credited the'* customer with a de­ 
posit of $1,400, the difference being 
the amount he was short. 
This pass 
book generally was never presented 
for balancing until about the 10th cri 
the month. Detzer knew this and ex 
pected to return in time to again man 
ipulate the books. However, the book 
was presented on July 2, the day be­ 
fore Detxer’s return, and his embezzle­ 
ment was discovered. He is now out 
on $5,000 bail awaiting the action ctf 
the federal grand Jury in October.

JEALOUSY THE MOTIVE 


Young Woman Shot From Roadside 
White Returning From Dance. 
Waukegan, IIL, July 12.—While Miss 
Loretta Doyle and George Lybal were 
driving home from a dance, a would- 
be assassin fired 
five shots at the 
couple. 
The young woman is now 
lying at her home suffering from a se­ 
rious wound in the leg where one of 
the bullets struck her. 
Parents of both the young people 
are prominent. 
Shrouded as it is in 
mystery, jealousy upon the part of 
some unsuccessful suitor for Miss 
Doyle’s hand is believed to have been 
the cause for the attempted murder. 
Lybal, and not his young girt com­ 
panion, is thought to have been the 
real object of the attack. 


New Move in Axtell Case. 
Bloomington, Ind., July 12.—Attor­ 
neys for Harry A. Axtell, the former 
financier of this city who is serving a 
term of two years in the Michigan City 
prison for embezzlement, have filed a 
transcript of all the record in the fa­ 
mous case with the supreme court, and 
are now preparing the briefs to be In­ 
cluded in the case. They expect the 
higher court to gtwe an opinion at the 
October term, and ray they are hopeful 
that the verdict will be an acquittal. 


Teheran, 
Persia, 
July 
12. — The 
shah’s troops, numbering more than a 
thousand. Including a band of Cos­ 
sacks commanded by Russians made 
an attack upon the united Nationalist 
forces under Siphadar and Sardarasad. 
Sunday morning, at a point fifteen 
miles from Teheran. 
Although the Royalists shelled the 
Nationalists’ position with four guns 
for two hours, they failed to dislodge 
the enemy. Two hundred of the Cos­ 
sacks advanced to within half a mile 
of the Nationalists, keeping up a heavy 
fire with Maxims and quick-firers. The 
Nationalists replied at intervale with 
a single gun, dropping a number of 
shells among the Cossacks and com­ 
pelling them to retire. 
The Nationalists finally fell back a 
short distance to Deb sh ah, where, ow­ 
ing to the nature of the ground, the 
Royalists were unable to make use of 
their guns. 
The only report concern­ 
ing casualties that reached Teheran 
was that eight of the Bakhtiarts were 
killed and twelve of the shah’s men 
wounded. 
Reinforcements were con­ 
tinually 
dispatched 
from 
Teheran. 
The Nationalists in the city, who be­ 
lieve that the Royalists were defeated, 
are distributing arms for their follow­ 
ers. 
The legation quarters are con­ 
sidered comparatively safe, and con­ 
sequently they are crowded with ref­ 
ugees from all parts of the city. 


The Russians Advancing. 
St. Petersburg, July 12.—According 
to advices received here, the Russian 
troops have arrived at Kazvin, eighty- 
six miles from Teheran. 


NINE KILLED 


Bloody Outcome of Attack by" Mexican 
Outlaws on Party of Texans. 
El Paso, Tex., July 12.—Wine Texas 
horse traders out of a party of ten 
were slain by Mexican outlaws, who 
attacked the traders’ camp near Afton, 
Mexico, thirty-five miles west of here. 
The horse traders were driving 800 
head of cattle from New Mexico into 
Texas, when near Afton they camped 
for the night. 
The outlaws, who evi­ 
dently had been trailing the Texans, 
then made the attack. Only one of the 
ten horse traders escaped and he, a1 
though wounded, reached Afton and 
told the story of the killing of hi® nine 
companions. 


Russian Mine Explosion, 
Nezovka. Russia, July 12.—An ex 
plosion of gas occurred in the Ma- 
kewska mine In the Don district One 
hundred and fifty miners were work­ 
ing In the pit at the time. 
Rescuing 
parties, after difficult and dangerous 
work, succeeded In bringing most of 
the imprisoned men to the surface 
alive. 
One of the rescuers was over 
come by gas fumes and fourteen of the 
miners were dead when found. 


Didn’t Long Enjoy Liberty. 
Indianapolis, July 12.—Robert Hi! 
derbrandt twenty-eight years old. who 
escaped from the sheriff of Blackford 
county by jumping, handcuffed, through 
a window of a speeding train near 
Marion, Ind., Friday night, was ar­ 
rested at Union station Sunday by a 
railroad detective.
